At half-past 5 yesterday afternoon the em- 
ployés of R. G. Dun & Co.’s mercantile agency 
at Nos. 140 to 144 Monroe street were leaving 
the building for their homes. At the entrance 
a young man, neatly dressed, was talking 
quigtiy with a woman companion, his right 
hand resting lightly on his hip and an overcoat 
thrown carelesly over his arm. As the people 
walked past bim out of the building he 
glanced quickly from one face to another as 
if looking for a friend. His actions betrayed 
no excitement; his conversation ran on 
smoothly. Presently two girls joined the 
crowd coming down the stairway leading to 
the door. The younger and more attractive 
of the two, leaning on the arm of 
her sister, was talking of the day’s 
work and the expected pleasures of 
the evening. As they approached the 
entrance an expression of fear crossed the face 
of the talker, and, shrinkmg still closer to the 
side of her older companion, she whispered 
There's Burrus.“ Almost before the words 
were spoken the young fellow drew from his 
pocket a revolver and with steady aim fired at 
the nearest of the two—the eldest sister. The 
girl ran forward to the sidewalk and dropped 
at the edge of the curbstone. Her sister 
jumped forward to catch her, but as she did so 
the fellow again fired with as deadly aim as 
before and the girl.fell into tne arms of a by- 
stander. Quickly shoving the revolver into his 
pocket, che murderer gianced at bis victims and 
ran across the street through the crowd which 
came together from all sides. A boy 
attempted to trip up the fleeing man, but he 
pushed through the crowd and ran down La 
Salle street to Madison and along that street to 
Fifth avenue, followed by the men who had 
seen bim shoot the girls. On Fifth avenue bis 
pursuers gained on the man, and, seeing his 
chances of escape were very few, he again 
drew the weapon and pointing it at his pur- 
suers said he would shoot if they did not let 
him alone. 

While the man was brandishing the revolver 
in the faces of the crowd Officer C. Crowley 
came up behind him and, knocking the weapon 
from his hand with a club, arrested him. A 
patrol wagon was sent for, but before it ar- 
rived the number of excited people increased 
around the officer and his prisoner. Jeers and 
hoots were followed by loud cries of Haug 
him! lynch bim! The patrol wagon 
arrived opportunely, for only a leader was 
wanting to have changed the howling crowd 
into a revengeful mob. The man was hustled 
into the wagon and driven to the armory, 
where he was locked in the murderer's ceil.

At 8 o’elock this morning the condition of the 
two women was unchanged. 


NO MORE HYDROPHOBIA. 


DR.. PASTEUR’S EXPERIMENTS HAVE MET 
WITH PERFECT SUCCESS—SOME WONDER- 
FUL CURES. f 
PaRIs, Oct. 28.— [Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 

to The Tribune.]|—Dr. Louls Pasteur's experi- 
ments have resuited in a most brilliant suc 
cess. At perhaps the most important sitting 
beld by the Academy of Sciences, Dr. Pasteur 
described the process of cure by a rabbit in- 
oculated with the fragment of a tissue taken 
from the spine of a rabid dog. 

A boy 12 years of age, named Meister, who 
had been bitten fourteen times, came from 
Alsace with his mother to see Dr. Pasteur. 
The autopsy. of the dog which had 
bitten the boy left no doubt as to 
its having suffered from hydrophobia. 
Dr. Vulpian and a professor of a school of 
medicine came to the conclusion that the boy 
was doomed to a painful death and might be 
experimented upon. In thirteen days 
inoculations were made u Meister 


New Yorks, Oct. 28.— Special. — The trial of 
Ferdinand Ward for grand larceny in obtain- 
ing the certification of a check for $71,800, and 
obtaining the money thereon, by false pre- 
tenses, closed today. The case was given to 
the jury this evening. Durmg the delivery of 
the Judge’s charge the prisoner sat motionless 
with his guze shifting constantly between the 
bench and the jury-box. Ward’s features 
twitched nervously as his eyes followed the 
jurors when they retired. The failure of the 
prisoner to testify in his own behalf was a sur- 
prise to those not in the confidence of the de- 
fense. 

At 12:20 the jury again entered the oourt- 
room and asked that James D. Fisu's testi-. 
mouy beyread, as it was not clear whether or 
not the bank certified the checks on account of 
Ward's representations or in order to protect 
Ward from failing, as bis failure would pull 
the bank down also. The testimony was read 
and the jury again retired. 

At 12:40 this morning the jury in the Ward 
trial came into court and announced that a 
verdict had been agreed upon. Not less than 
100 persons were in the court-room at the time. 
Ferdinand Ward tried to appear cool, but he 
trembied visibiy while the clerk was calling 
the jury roll, and a moment later, when the 
momentous question, “Gentlemen of the 
jury, have you agreed upon a verdict?’’ was 
uttered, the prisoner cast a tearful and half 
appealing glance at the twelve men whose 
spokesman was aboyt to pronounce the ver- 
dict. N l 
We have agreed,“ said Juror Huntoon, in 
answer to the clerk’s question. Ward's eyes 
sought the floor and he clasped his right. band 
nervously on the railing beside him.

That is the last 1 remember 
until I found myself here.“ She was placed 
in a hack and told that she was to be taken 
bome, but was driven to the County Hospital 
and laid beside ber sister. 

THE CAUSE OF THE SHOOTING. 

Two years ago Asba J. Burrus was a stenog- 
rapher in the office of the R. G. Dun & Co. 
agency in St. Paul. In the same office were 
two girls, who had positions as typewriters, 
who in early life had been adopted into the 
family of a Mr. Walter. The eldest was 24 
years of age and had been married to a man 
named Good, but was separated from her hus- 
band. Her sister Lillian was 22 years old and 
very attractive. The duties of the shorthand 
man and the typewriters threw the young 
people much together, and an intimacy sprang 
up between Burrus and Lillian Walter, in 
which the elder sister shared. Various ex- 
changes of friendship were made, and the 
good-will between them was such that they 
were in the habit of lending articles of office 
furniture to one another. Just before the 
building in which the office was situated was 
burned Burrus borrowed from one of the giris 
a pearl-handled gold pen. After the fire, upon 
being asked to return it, he insisted that the 
pen had been burned. The girls did not be- 
lieve this, and a coolness arose between them. 
The sisters came to Chicago and obtained sit- 
uations in the city agency of the R. G. Dun Com- 
pany. Burrus married a St. Paul girl, aud a year 
and a half ago moved to this city. He also ob- 
tained a place in the same office. The old dis- 
pute again arose. The girls refused to associ- 
ate with Burrus, which led him to make slight- 


| ing remarks about them to his associates in the 


office.. This aggravated the quarrel. Tuesday 
morning a St. Paul friend of Burrus went into 
the office to see him. The friend had seen the 
girls in St. Paul, and had known of the inti- 
macy between the young people. Turning to 
Burrus the feliow said, I see your girl is 
here. 

„What, that oid ——7 I wouldn't have any- 
thing to do with her, you can bet your life!“ 
replied Burrus. The words reached the ear of 
Mrs. Good, who was sitting at a desk near by. 
The insult was too much for her to bear with- 
out resenting it, and she went immediately to 
Stanley Prudence, manager of the agency, and 
reported the speech to him. At the close of 
the day’s work Prudence called Burrus to the 
office and gave him the choice between apolo- 
gizing for the insult or of being discharged.

Two chambers 
were empty. In one of the man’s pockets 
were five extra cartridges rolled up in a piece 
of paper.

Among the papers 
in Burrus’ possession at the time of his arrest 
was a letter addressed to him with a request 
written on the end that if not delivered in 
ten days to return to Mrs. Mary E. Davis, 
Janesville, Wis. The letter was postmarked at 
Racine.. Burrus said that he thought the let- 
ter was for his mother, who is with his wife, as 
he had received another for her some time ago 
addressed in the same way. 
WHO BURRUS IS. 

“Burrus,” said one of the few friends he 
has in Chicago, was born near Janesville, 
Wis., and is a little over 27 years of age. He 
is an only son. Two sisters died of 
diphtheria not long ago. and a brother 
was killed tn a railway accident. His father is 
& dentist and used to practice in Janesville, 
but is now somewhere out West. His mother 
is in Chicago, and lived with Burrus in one of 
the La Burnum flats, corner of La Salle avenue 
and Chestnut street. In April, 1884, he mar- 
ried Miss Sadie Cooper of St. Paul. At that 
time he was employed in a mercantile agency 
in Minneapolis. He and his wife came to this 
city in May a year ago, and rented four rooms 
in the Locust flats, on Locust street, west of 
Wells. He got work at K. G. Dun & Co.'s 
at a salary of not exceeding $75 a 
month, and to help out rented one of 
the rooms to a young man named Turner. 
They lived very economically, Mrs. Burrus do- 
ing her own hvousework. She isan attractive 
woman, not so old as her husband, and above 
the average in ability. He was honest, though, 
and I have «nown him to.give his creditors 
every cent of his salary when he received it. 
In September they leased a seven-room flat on 
the top floor of the La Burnum Building. He 
has a very bad temper—would become excited 
at a trifie and rush around in a 
terrible passion. Sometimes his grocer, 
Rich, would be a little behind time, and, when 
his wife told him the things hadn't come, he 
would get almost wild. He has been in poor 
health for some time—was pale and nervous 
when he came home from his work. Last 
spring be was almost used up by nervous 
prostration and general debility, and Dr. 
Wadsworth prescribed a tonic which had a 
peculiar effect upon him, and Burrus said he 
wouldn’t be in such a condition again for any 
amount of money. The least thing excited 
him, and he was ready “to tear things to 
pieces.” Ordinarily he was a pleasant man 
and of a lively disposition. I can hardly 
realize that he bas 
He was in debt for his furniture, his wife is 
sick, he had lost his situation, and hadni’t a cent 
or a friend he could go to. From what I have 


‘geen and know of him I shouldn't hesitate to 


swear that he was insane when he shot the 
giris. I never knew bim to have a revolver, 
but Mr. Turner had one, which he didn’t take 
very good care of, and it may be that that was

In 
answer, Dr. Pasteur states that the malady is 
transmissible only by bite. If, therefore, by a 
general compulsory inoculation of dogs for 
several generations dogs had been made in- 
capable of hodrophobia, the malady would 
have disappeared and there would be 
no occasion to ask whetber inoculaton 
had a permanent effect or not. 
As to the origin of hydrophobia, Dr. Pasteur 
says nobody in the world can explain its primal 
causes. As he remarked—perhaps out of vo- 
liteness—bhis theory will require study by the 
profession in order to make it practicable, but 
he emphatically stated that the cure for hydro- 
phobia had been found.

The Coroner said a 
like case was awaiting another jury; that 
two women had died last week in London of 
the same disease, and that while durm each 
of the previous years the average number of 
deaths in London from that disease was 
only six, there had been nineteen since 
last New Year’s-Day, twelve of which had oc- 
cvrred since the middle of July. The Coroner, 
himself a physician and a candidate for Parlia- 
ment, referred feelingly in his address to the 
afternoon papers’ account of Dr. P asteur’s 
great doctrine.

I 
am certain the jury will bring in a 
verdict of guilty, and I will be glad if they do. 
Iam heartily sick and tired of these everlasting 
stays, and I want to know the worst just as 
soon as possible. If lam convicted there will 
be no stay asked for, and I shall go 
up the river at once. I would 
rather be anywhere than in the Tombs. My 
lawyers will take an appeal and I will undoubt- 
edly be brought back to the city again. I am 
convinced, and a great many of my 
friends share my opinion, that this case 
against me has deen pusbed forward 
rapidly for the purpose of stopping 
any further investigations. If this is the 
scheme it won’t work, because I have agreat 
many letters besides those that bave been pub- 
lished that will prove interesting to a great 
many persons, andI knowa great deal that 
has not yet been made public.” 

THE TRIAL PROCEEDINGS. 

The trial of Ferdinand Ward was continued 
today. George C. Chambers, stenographer’ in 
the case of Holt against Warner, and George 
E. Spencer, cashier of the firm of Grant & 
Ward, were examined briefly, but their testi- 
mony developed nothing new. The prosecu- 
tion then rested. 

Counsel for the defense then moved that the 
State be required to announce on which charge 
in the indictment they intended to ask the 
jury for conviction. The motion was denied 
temporarily. 

Ex-Judge Cockran then opened for the de- 
tense. He said that his client had been hound- 
ed by the press, by financial men, and by 
members of a prominent family, but the 
jury had only to consider the evidence and 
render a verdict accordingly.

Acting Indian-Commissioner Upshaw said 
today that he had read in some Western paper 
a statement, alleged to be on the authority of 
Senator Da to the effect that the Leeon 
Lake Chippewas of Minnesota are in a starving 
condition. “This statement,” said Mr. Up- 
shaw, proves to be not a fact, but prophecy. 
It is true that their small corn crop has been 
damaged by frost and their wild-rice crop 
nearly ruined by overflow caused by dams on 
the Mississippi, but at this season of the year 
they are not hungry. They have the products of 
their little gardens, and just at this time they 
always take a large catch of fisb and cure it for 
winter use. In the late fall they generally 
scatter all over the country on dunt- 
ing §§ expeditions. As 11 matter ot 
fact, they are living quite comfortably at the 
present time, but in February, when they re- 
turn to their homes, their stores will be ex- 
hausted and they must wait until spring makes 
fishing practicable. At that time they wiil 
need and receive assistance in the way of food 
from the Government.

An instant 
afterward Dowling fired again, the ball strik- 
ing Ward under the left arm. Ward 
seized Dowling by the throat with his 
right hand, and eraspeii the butt of the 
revolver in his left hand. He turned the muz- 
zie of the revolver upward to avoid being shot 
again, and tried to foroe the barrel in a line 
with Dowling’s face, ‘Dowling tried to force 
the thuazie down again to snoot at Ward the 
third time, but the lawyer held bis band as in 
a vise. Fora minute the struggle was desper- 
ate. Just as Ward seemed on the point of 
forcing the pistol into Dowling’s face his left 
arm dropped te his side, paralyzed from the 
shock ot the second butiet. Dowling’s face 
was black from strangulation, and blood was 
dripping from his nostrils. When the two 
men separated Dowling rushed out of the of- 
fice and down the stairs into the street, the re- 
volver still in his hand. Dowling wasin fear 
of lynching, and as be burst into the police 
station he cried out that he had murdered a 
man and wanted protection. Dowling said his 
wife had been betrayed by Ward and he had 
killed Ward for it. Ward declared positively 
that he bad never been alone with Mrs. Dow- 
ling one minute in bis life. Mrs. Dowling is a 
niece of the late Robert Hamill of Hamill & 
Booth, silk manufacturers, who have a store 
on Grand street, New York.

THE REGISTRATION-BOOKS.

As 
none of the books returned had a footing of the 
total number of voters registered it would be a 
difficult matter to approximate the total regia 
try in the precincts returned. However, the 
general showing is much better than the regis- 
tration {rom the spring election, and the clerks 
who have the handling of the books.in the 
Clerk’s office assert that it is at least 40 per 
cent over the spring election. There may be 
several instances where there have been more 
than 400 voters registered in a precinct, but only 
one has been discovered thus far, and that ‘is 
the Tenth Precinct of the Twelfth Ward, where 
there were 440 persons registered. The registry

Manner of Canvass: Announcing Re- 
sult—Such canvass shall be made by such judges 
in the following manner: Before the name or 
names of any candidate on any baliot shall be can- 
vassed one of said judges, the other two sitting on 
either side of him and observing the canvass, shall 
separate all of the ballots east in such precinct into 
three piles or files, putting together in the first pile 
ali those containing the phrase, For city election 
law.“ and putting together in the second pile all 
the baliots containing the phrase, “Against city 
election law,’’ and putting together in the third pile 
all the other ballots of every description. One of 
said three judges shall then count the first pile 
of ballots in batches of ten, and when one batch is 
counted shall pass the same to the next judge, 
who shall count the same and pass it to the third 
judge, who shall also count it, and when the three 
shail have finished the count of the ten ballots the 
last judge shall announce in a loud voice the re-

Each of which 
shall be attested by the election clerks, and each of 
which shali then be inclosed and sealed in an en- 
velope, one of which shall be on the outside ad- 
dressed to the Judge of the County Court, one to 
the Clerk of the County Court, and one to the Con- 
troller of said city, or to the officer whose 
duties correspond with these of the Con- 
troller.

After the envelopes respectively contain- 
ing such returns and tallies are closed and sealed 
the judges of election shall each write across the 
folds of such envelope their names, and thereupon 
each of said judges of election shail take one of 
said returns, and each of said election clerks shall 
take one of said tallies, and sbal! deliver, each 
one respectively. to the person or officer to whom 
addressed, by noon of the next day, and when de- 
livered he shall receive a receipt therefor from we 
officer to whom delivered. And it shall bethe duty 
of such officers to give such receipts, and to safely 
keep such envelopes unopened until called for by 
the canvassing board herein provided. 

Src. 9.—Special Watchers of Canvass—At the 
eanvass of the ballots in any precinct in any city 
where each proposition has been submitted, it 
shall be the duty of said judges of election, on re- 
quest, to admit to the room two electors of the 
ward who voted in favor of such proposition and 
two who voted against it, as special watchers of 
such canvass; and said judges and police officers 
or other officers of the law present shall protect 
such watchers and see that they are not excluded, 
and at the time of the canvass of the baliots cast 
for and against such proposition such Watchers 
shall be entitled to a position where they can plain- 
ly see and read each baliot; and it shall be the 
duty of such judges to grant and protect them in 
such position. 

The statute provides that for a willful neg- 
lect of any of these duties the person guilty of 
such neglect may be indicted and convicted, 


and punished as heretofore set out. 


In pursuance of the said statute, I charge 
you to strictly obey the statute aud ali its re- 
quirements and the directions herein given, 
and to perform the duties imposed on you by 
said statute.

Warden McGarigie, in proposing that Com- 
missioner Leyden take the chair, said that, 
while he*(Leyden) appeared as one of the hos- 
pital’s accusers, no one ought to be more hope- 
ful than he of finding the charges to be ground- 
less. 

Commissioner Leyden vouchsafed no reply 
to this, aud said that the committee would at 
once proceed to the investigation of the case 
of Mrs. Young, which called for earnest atten- 
tion, and calied Dr. Andrews as the first wit- 
ness. 


Dr. Andrews gave a brief history of the dis- 
ease from which Mrs. Young had been and was 
suffering when she came to him for treatment. 
She had first come to him at the dispensary 
about Sept. 11. and had disease of the bones 
of the skull. which had resulted 
in an abscess under the scalp, 
from which there was a continuous 
discharge of pus. He at once saw thata 
surgical operation would be necessary to save 
her life at all, but would not be in any war 
certain of doing so. She declined to have the 
necessary operation performed, however, and 
went to the hospital about Sept. 23. 

Dr. Sherry testified to having examined the 
woman after she had been dressed by the 
surgical assistant at the hospital. Her skull 
was in a very sorry condition and she appeared 
stupid and compluined of headache. Witness 
had visited the patient every day exceot Sun- 
day, and she seemed to be faiiing slowly but 
surely. 

TREATMENT OF MRS. YOUNG. 

Dr. Holmes, house-surgeon, described the 
nature of the treatment the patient Was sub- 
jected to. Herdiseased head, ne deciared, had 
been dressed every day, mostly under his own 
supervision. 

Dr. Newman testified that be had proposed 
an operation to Mrs. Young; not as a means of 
saving but of prolonging her life, as he knew 
she must die if she did not undergo it. In re-

The question then presents itself forcibly 
to every voter, Who of the candidates are 
likely to select the best men for grand juries ?

‘Will Mr. Casselman be likely 
to select a better class of grand jurors than 
Mr. Stone? ‘These are important questions. 
In determining them the sovereign voter will 
have to take into consideration the associa- 
tions, the business, the surroundings, and 
the politics of the candidates. 
It has been broadly charged that the pres- 
ent Democratic administration of county af- 
fairs. is corruptly extravagant. Democratic 
Commissioners, no matter how honest they 
may be personally, are not likely to select 
men who will condemn their party associates, 
much less indict them. Mr. Fortune, for in- 
stance, would hardly bea party to indicting 
the gentleman who put him in nomination 
before the Democratic Convention. Neither 
would Mr. Casselman nor the other Demo- 
cratic nominees. Nor would a brewer be 
likely to ignore the class that buys from him 
—the grog-venders—by refusing to place 
them on the juries, and the grog-venders are 
notoriously the worst class of jurors. Re- 
publican Commissioners, even though some 
may have betrayed their trust, are generally 
amenable to public opinion. They know that 
their retention of offiee depends on acqui- 
escence with the public will. The retirement 
of one of the nominees of the late Repub- 
lican Convention demonstrates that. They 
usually select a much better class of men to 
serve on the grand juries than do their 
Democratic colleagues. The present Repub- 
lican nominees, whatever may be said of the 
methods resorted to to secure their nomina- 
tion, are men of good associations and sur- 
roundings. Their business brings them into 
contact with the law-abiding element of the 
population. ‘Their acquaintances are gen- 
erally men of intelligence and public spirit, 
from whom good grand jurors ean be se- 
Taking everything into consideration there 
is every reason to think that if the Repub- 
lican candidates for Commissioners are se- 
lected the public may expect a decided and 
much-needed improvement in the character 
of our grand juries. We have little to ex- 
pect in the way of improvement from the 
Democrats. If their then are selected the grog- 
venders and the loafers will still constitute 
a majority of those bodies. Investigation of 
the extravagant and corrupt methods of the 
existing majority of the County Board will 
be utterly useless—it will be a mere waste of 
time, and criminals will continue to go un-

DEMOCRATIC DUPLICITY IN JUDI- 
CIAL NOMINATIONS. 

The folly of expecting Democrats to be 
honest in the division of Judges is again 
shown in the contest now pending in the 
Ninth Judicial Circuit to fill the vacancy 
caused by the recent death of Judge Josiah 
McRoberts at Joliet. The circuit is composed 
of the Counties of Bureau, La Salle, Will. 
and Grundy, and its Republican majority in 
1884 was 2,727. At the regular June elections 
one Judge was conceded to the Democrats, 
and it was all they expected in a district so 
strongly . Republican. Taking advantage, 
however, of the vacancy occasionéd by Judge 
McRoberts’ death, they are now working to 
secure two of the three Judges for the next 
six years, and this in violation of the under- 
standing of last June which gave them one 
and the Republicans twoof the Judges. To 
accomplish this result they are making a 
stillhunt with secret circulars sent out to the 
Democrats of Will County and appeals to the 
Republicans of La Salle under the cover of 
pretended non-partisanship. The Republic- 
ans of the latter county should not be misled 
by these appeals. Their candidate is in 
every way fitted for the position, and there 
should be no doubt of his election by even 
more than the accustomed majority under 
the present circumstances. The Counties of 


La Salle and Bureau already have two of the 


Judges. For them to take the third also and 
leave Will and Grundy without any would 
be obviously unfair and unjust. There has 
as yet been no case on record where the 
Democrats with any majority at all have ever 
conceded a Judge to the Republicans, so that 
there is no precedent binding upon the Re- 
publican voters of that circuit to give their 
suffrages to the Democratic candidate. On 
the other hand, they should be on the alert 
to elect their representative as a ‘fitting re- 
buke to Democratic partisan greed.

Although the rate of increase of mortality 
has fallen off during the last two weeks, 
the number of deaths is appalling, and 
as cold weather is fast approaching a still 
further increase may be expected, if not a 
panic among the people of that city which 
will lead to an exodus carrying the germs of 
the disease far and wide. Already it has 
appeared in Albany, Newport, Newark, New 
York City, and at several points in New En- 
gland, and is also menacing the borders of 
Michigan so dangerously that the General 
Government has undertaken its sanitary in- 
spection in the absence of a sufficient appro- 
priation by the reckless legislators of that 
State to guard against a visitation of the 
epidemic. It is not probable that the disease 
will rage in American cities as disastrously 
as it has in Montreal, as our people are not 
as ignorant or superstitious about vaccination 
as the French-Canadians, and our precaution- 
ary measures are much more thorougli and 
stringent. Still it is always best to be on the 
guard, and an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure. 

The season which is most favorable for the 
outbreak and spread of small-pox is close 


upon us, and every preventive to ward it off | 


should be adopted. The quarantine should 
be made thorough, for we are in daily com- 
munication with Montreal. Even if cases 
are not brought here from chat city, it is in- 
evitable that we shall have it here to a great- 
er or lesser extent, according as we are pre- 
pared to combat it by vaccination. Upon 
this point Dr. Hale makes an excellent sug- 
gestion. The companies who are supplying 
bovine virus are under no official supervision 
at all, and it is well known that large quantities 
of utterly worthless if not dangerous virushave 
been shipped from here to Montreal. There 
is, therefore, no reason to suppose that when 
the horrible disease breaks out here tne same 
kind of points will not besupplied. Indeed, 
Dr. Hale himself says that he has vac- 
cinated over fifty persons within the last 
month who had never been vaccinated be- 
fore, and only a few cases. were successful. 
We commend his warning to the proper au- 
thorities: Our State Board of Health 
should appoint competent medical inspectors 
to supervise the companies in this State 
which supply the virus, and prohibit the sale 
in this State of virus from out of this State 
unless they are under competent medical 
supervision.” ‘The time to do this is now; 
for our druggists are laying in stocks of vac- 
cine points and the disease is not far off. In 
the case of a disease so well known to physi- 
cians as the small-pox, and where the form 
of treatment is so well laid down, there can 
be no excuse for an alarming spread of it 
if the authorities do their duty in the prem- 
ises with promptness. 


HARRISON’S SHAM ANSWER. 

After six or seven months of dodging, 
quibbling,and demurring Harrison’s attorneys 
have been forced to file a document which 
they claim is an answer to the charges set up 
in the petition. The alleged answer is cut 
from the same piece of cloth as all the pre- 
ceding\demurrers and dilatory and quibbling 
pleas, is in accordance with the settled 
plan of fighting for delay and doing every- 


thing possible to obscure the real issues in 


the case. It is an answer only in name. 
The document is crammed with hearsay, 
irrelevant assertions,and indiscriminate libels. 
When stripped of its legal phraseology there 
is nothing left but a stump speech or third- 
rate partisan harangue. In some courts 
such an answer would be at once struck 
from the files; but Judge Prendergast has 
shown such remarkable patience in this

Amid the hearsay assertions and inuendoes 
of Harrison’s alleged answer there are three 
or four charges of fraud that may be suffi- 
ciently distinct. to become the subject of in- 
vestigation. For instance, a list is furnished 
giving the names of twenty-one theological 
students who are alleged to have voted for 
Smith, altho, as Harrison contends, they 
were not qualified voters in Chicago. Another 
list gives the names of thirty persons who, 
it is alleged, voted for Smith, altho they had 
not been residents of the precinct for thirty 
days previous to the election. Now, if 
these charges are true, or any evidence 
whatever can be found to support them, 
it would seem to be an excellent rea- 
son why Harrison should insist on an 
immediate investigation with an opportunity 
to prove his charges in court. If any frauds

A SENSIBLE TELEPHONE DECISION. 

Judge Parrett of the State Circuit Court at 
Evansville, Ind., has just rendered a decis- 
ion in a case bebught by a mercantile firm 
against the Telephone Company. The 
decision is to de commended for its sound 
sense. The plaintiffs sought to compel the 
telephone company to furnish them the use 
of two instruments on payment of the usual 
charges and compliance with the regulations 
that applied to other patrons of the Evans- 
ville exchange. This the company refused 
to do on account of some previous misunder- 
standing or controversy with the plaintiffs 
in the case. Judge Parrett very properly 
held that the telephone company had no 
option in the matter, but was bound to 
furnish the telephone service’ to all 
persons alike without discrimination 
or partiality. He declared emphatically 
that the telephone company was a common 
carrier of news or intelligence as well as a 
quasi-public corporation,” and as such had no 
right to discriminate between persons. No 
previous quarrel or wrong could protect or 
relieve either party. Judge Parrett’s ruling 
sustains the constitutionality of the Indiana 
statnte, which provides a penalty of $100 for 
each refusal to furnish telephone service and 
at the same time limits the rental to from 88 
to $5 for each instrument. 

If Judge Parrett’s opinion that telephone 
companies are common carriers of news or 
intelligence had been taken by the Patent- 
Office at the time of granting the Bell patent 
the present odious monopoly could not have 
been established. The telegraph was already 
a common œarrier of intelligence, and com- 
municated its messages by means of sounds 
transmitted by electricity over the wires. The 
only new thing about the telephone was that it 
transmitted the tones of the voice instead of 
the clattering sounds of a telegraph Instru- 
ment. The transmission of intelligence was 
the sole object sought in either case. Now 
the utmost that could beclaimed by Bell was 
that he had invented an improvement in the 
art of transmitting intelligence, and accord- 


ingly he was not entitled to anything more | 


than a patent on his particular instrument. 
The Patent-Office, however, treated him as 
the inventor of an entirely new art, and in- 
stead of granting him a patent for his instru- 
ment gave him a monopoly of the method of 
sending messages by telephone. Irrespective 
of the question of fraud it is clear that Bell 
had no title to anything more than a patent 
on the instrument invented by him, and the 
art of communicating messages by telephone 
should have been been left open to the com- 
petition of other inventors. As itis, how- 
ever, the Bell patent holds a monopoly, and 
other inventors are not permitted to present 
their instruments to the public, nor can the 
people make any use of them. 

Judge Parrett’s ruling places the matter of 
telephone service on the right footing. In 
dealing with telegraphs and telephones the 
courts have been disposed to regard them as 
mysterious and peculiar agencies, when, as 
Judge Parrett so forcibly says, they are sim- 
ply common carriers of news or intelli- 
gence. The methods employed by these cor- 
porations do not change the nature of the 
undertaking. They undertake to transmit 
messages, or furnish the means for their 
transmission, and when forwarding the intel- 


ligence by wire they are as much common 


carriers as though they sent it by rail or in 
the custody of a messenger. Judge Parrett’s 
ruling to this effect is to be commended for 
its sturdy common sense. N

Tur English quotation on American No. 2 
spring wheat cargoes for prompt shipment 
by sail was raised yesterday to 33 shillings 
per quarter, after having stood still at 31 
shillings and 6 pence for several months. It 
is not likely that there was any such advance 
in price in the one day, though the market 
was understood to be stronger, and probably 
on the reports of decreasing deliveries by 
tarmers in the Northwest. It is noteworthy 
that any real reason for higher prices here is 
almost sure to be responded toon the other 
side of the Atlantic, in spite of oft-repeated 
assurances that the markets there are inde- 
pendent of us, and the statements made 
every now and then about offerings 
of Indian wheat in the London market at 
prices far below ours. The truth with / re- 
gard to the above noted quotation ms 
however, to be that it is not worth 
more than the one which it has dis 
after the latter had become almost venerab 
> with age. It is notorious in the trade here 
that the official quotations of . for 
wheat in the English markets are right only 
by accident, and not seldom are very wide of 
the truth. Perhaps it would not be fair to 
say that the fault is wholly with the re- 
porter, as the methods of doing business 
over there are widely different from ours. 
The policy in the trade in England seems to 
be to keep the knowledge as exclusive as 
possible, and very often the fact that sales 
have been made gets out only by accident. 


Sou people have an idea that each voter 
is restricted to voting for the Commissioner 
candidates living in his division of the city. 
Thus it is supposed that the contest on the 
South Side will be between Mr. Wall, Irish 
Republican of the Fifth Ward, and Mr. Til- 
den, American Democrat of the Fourth Ward, 
and that only the South-Siders can take part 
in the contest.

They 
may legally be all taken from one division, 
or one ward, or one precinct, or one block, or 
house, for that matter. Wall and Tilden are 
therefore really no more pitted against each 
other than any other two candidates of op- 
posit politics.

TROUBLE IN WYOMING AND IOWA. 
DENVER, Col., Oct. 28.—[Special.]|—In their 
quarrel with the Union Pacific Railroad the 
striking coal miners iu this State ana Wyoming 
bave noticed with some feeling of dismay that 
the Denver & Rio Grande Road is daily bring-

The reduced output 
at Springs, together witn the strike 
among the miners at the Union Pacific points 
in Laramie County, in this State, has had the 
effect to give activity to the business in the 
Denver & Rio Grande mines about Elmora, and 
the peopie there have not been slow to take 
advantage of it. A . 
Des Mornes, Ia., Oct. 28.—([Special.|—The 
difficulty between the miners and operators at 
Angus regarding the price to be paid for min- 
ing was settled today by a board of arbitra- 
tion.

Another straw 
which indicates that some of the roads employ 
the scalpers to cut the rates for them is the 
fact that some of the roads which do not deal 
with scalpers and adhere to the agreed rates 
ave lost much of their business, while the 


others, which have no better facilities and not 
even as direct routes, get the bulk of the traf- 
fic. A general war on rates would have 
been inaugurated before now had it 
not been, for the belief that a pool 
would be formed on eéast-bound passenger 
traffic as soon as the Eastern: trunk lines had 
perfected their pool on west-bound business. 
About two weeks ago-the trunk lines had so 


> far perfected their plan for pooling the west- 


bound business that everybody felt confiaent 
that it would be put in effect by Nov. 1, and 
that immediately upon the consummation of 
that agreement the roads running east from 
Western points could perfect a similar pooling 
agreement on east-bound business. But since 
then the situation has completely changed. At 
the last moment the Baltimore & Ohio threw a 
bombsbell in the ranks of the other roads by 
giving notice that it would not assent to the pro- 
posed restoration of fares or agree to the pro- 
visions of the contract for their maintenance 
until it had been recognized as a participant in

‘agreements were dissolved. As the Baltimore 


= _& Ohio is not permitted by the Pennsylvania to 
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run over its line between Philadelphia and 
New Tork it has at present no outlet to or 
from New York, and the Pennsylvania being 
determined not to allow the Baltimore & Ohio 
to participate in the New York business until 
it has secured a line of its own, matters are in 
as bad shape now as ever before. Raiiroad- 
men recognize the impossibility of advancing 
passenger-rates from New York so long as the 
Baltimore & Ohio refuses to codperate in an 
advance. As the Baltimore & Ohio is quite 
likely to assume the same attitude regarding 
east-bound traffic as it has taken regarding 
west-bound business, a restoration in east- 
bound passenger rates depends upon the same 
conditions. Chairman Moore will make a 
strong effort to secure the adoption of the 
agreement for the maintenance of east-bound 
fares proposed by him some months ago. This 
agreement provides heavy penaities for out- 
ting rates and the complete abolisumeut of the 
commission system. If it were not for the po- 
sition lately taken by the Baltimore & Ohio, 
there would be a possibility of the adoption 
of that agreement, with the exception that the 
differential-raté principle would haveto be rec- 
ognized, but, as it is, there is hardly a proba- 
bility that any agreement for the maintenance 
of east-bound passenger rates can be adopted. 


THE TRANSCONTINENTAL TROUBLES. 

The future of the Transvontinental Associa- 
tion will be determined Nov. 25. A meeting of 
the General Managers of the roads comprising 
the association has just been called by General 
Agent Cannon to be beld at Monterey, Cal., 
that date to consider the complications that 
have arisen on account of the refusal of the 
Southern Pacific (Central Pacific) to pay the 
amounts due to the other roads under the ex- 
isting poo! agreement.

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IMPORTANT DECISION ON DAMAGES FOR 
ee INJURY. . 

Couumstra, 8. C., Oct. 28.—|Special.]—The 
Supreme Court of South Carolina bas rendered 
an important decision which completely upsets 
the doctrine heretofore uniformiy held by the 
Circuit Courts of this State that railroad cor- 
porations are not liable for the injury of aserv- 
anc by the negligence of a fellow-servant, and 
that no action existed when an employé was so 
injured. In the case in question, Horace L. 
Cal vo, an engineer on the Cunt lotte, Columbia 
& Augusta Railroad, was seriously injured by 
the wrecking of his train, the accident having 
been caused by a section-master tearing up 
the track for repairs and neglecting to place 
the usual signals to notify the engineer. Calvo 
sued for damages, and proved that the aocci- 
dent was due to the negligence of the road 
section-master, but the case was nonsuited 
under the doctrine above cited. The Supreme 
Court sets aside this nonsuit, remands the case 
for a new trial, and holds: When any of the 
duties of the master are delegated to a sub- 
ordinate, however inferior, the negligence of 
such agent is the negligence of the company, 
and that they must respond in damages.“ 


AN OLD ROAD REORGANIZED. 

New York, Oct. 28.—The Rochester & Pitts- 
burg Raliroad is reorganizea under the name 
of the Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburg Railroad, 
the plan of reorganization having been made 
known today. The new company acquires all 
the proverty, franchises, and estates of the 
Rochester & Pittsburg and assumes all the 
liens and incumbrances of that organization. 
The present stockbolders of the Rochester & 
Pittsburg get one share of the new common for 
four shares of the present stock.. Preferred 
stock has been subscribed for at par and will 
be use@ to pay off second-mortgage bonds and 
liquidate the floating debt.

RELIGIOUS MATTERS, 


THE AMERICAN MISSIONARY ASSOCIATION 
—THE CAUSE OF OUR HEATHEN BE- 
ING ZBALOUSLY LOOKED AFTER—OTHER 
NOTES. 

Mabtsox, Wis., Oct. 28.—{Special, — The 
morning session of the American Missionar: 
Association was opened with the appointment 
of committees and routine business. The Rev. 
Dr. M. E. Strieby, the venerable Corresponding 

retary of the association, read aa elaborate 

paper upon the outlook for the association’s 
future. He said that the history of the inter- 
course between the white and Indian races was 
a history of cupidity, injustice, and bad faith 
upon the part of the former, and was a dis- 
grace to us as civilized men. He urged that 
Indians de given the ballot, land in 
severaity, and industrial and mental train- 
ing. The Government should materially assist 
the church in establishing schools and 
churches. Indian children sbould be sent to 
industrial missionary schools, while the Gov- 
ernment should iustruct Indian adults in arts 
of peace, and furnish them cattle and tools for 
their furms. Secretary Strieby said that be 
had positive assurance that President Cleve- 
land was ready to do his part towards carrying 
this pian in effect, and it but needed Congres- 
sional action to perfect the details and provide 
the money. As for the negro problem 
in this country the only possibie 
solution of Git was  ~perfect political, 
educational, and industrial equality be 
tween the whites and negroes. Dr. Strieby 
cordially indorsed the position on this question 
taken by George W. Cable. He took strong 
grounds in favor of the Chinese as useful and 
inoffeusive emigrants. 

A paper giving the history of caste. and 
claiming that it was unbibiical and must suc- 
cumbto tae march of Christianity, was read 
by the Rev. Dr. A. H. Ross of Michigan. A re- 
port from the Committee on Industriai Train- 
ing was made by the Rev. A. L. Frisbie of 
Iowa, who urged that more extended efforts be 
made in this direction among both negroes and 
Indians.

The consumption of lumber thus far this sea- 
son bas been fully up to the expectation, and 
despite a phenomenally large cut at the mills 
stocks at the end of the sawing season, which 
is now close at hand, will nut be much larger 
than they were a year ago.

CHEAP TRANSIT BY ‘WATER. 


“&-BOAT THAT HOPES TO GO TO NEWPORT 


AND BACK AT A COST OF 80 CENTS FOR 

FUEL. 

New York Sun: A slender, cioudy-hulleda 
craft, shaped like the Stiletto, except that it 
has not the turtle back of that famous pro- 
peller, is the object of much curious gazing 
and speculation at Poillon’s ship-yard just now. 
It has two oblong ports on each side, about 
eight feet forward of the stern and a few feet 
above the keel. Fitted into these ports are 
what may be described as two iron cannons, 
with oblepgymouths, one pointing aft and the 
other forward. They slant from central ma- 
chinery inside of the boat just over the keel. 
The four cannon- : . 
suggestive cham- 
bers, as connected 
with the central 
machinery, looks 
something . like 
this: 

Samuel Secor & son are building the new 
boat. They are going to runit by means of 
explosions through the chambers. Mr. Jobh 
Secar said he was unwilling to teil at prese 
exactly how the explosions would be 3 
but dynamite would not be used. \ 

„It has been sa d that our boat would be pro. 
pelled by drawing in water at the bow and foro- 
ing it out at the stern, said Mr. Secor. ‘* This 
was tried in England on a boat called the 
Water Witch. The experiment was partially 
successful, the speed developed having been 
only 5 per cent less than that of a propeller. 
What the steamship companies want is a boat 
that will be swift, and roomy, and that can be 
run economically. We hope to furnish them 
with this by our invention. Only 10 per cent: 
of the convertible power of coal is used on our 
ocean steamers. The rest is lost through frre- 
mediable imperfections in boilers and engines. 
Some of this 10 per cent is consumed in over- 
coming the friction incident to the operation 
of the propeller. 

* We expect to run our boat at a higher rate 
of speed than that attuined by the fastest ocean 
steamers. Our machinery will occupy only a 
small part of the boat—an insignificant part 
compared with the machinery used in an ordi- 
nary steam yacht of the same size. Wecan 
—at least we hope to—go to Newport and 
back at a cost of only 80 cents for fuel. In- 
stead of applying our power through the cum- 
bersome and indirect means of boiier, engine, 
and machinery, we apply it direct, thus getting 
a great deal more for less money. 

»Our boat is 100 feet long. or about ton feet 
longer than the Stiletto, 12 feet beam, and of 75 
tons burden. It is made of thick, heavy oak. 
There is nothing marvelous, I think, in the 
performances of the Stiletto. It is merely a 
shell filled with powerful boilers and engines. 
It can go just about half a knot faster than an 
English torpedo boat by the expenditure of 
4,500 horse-power. 
hoff has made a machine that runs half a knot 
faster than the hitherto fastest boats in the 
world by the use of 300 more borse-power. The 
fact is, when a propeller is run above a certain 
speed it loses its propelling power, almost mak- 
ing a hole in the water. Herreshoff has got all 
the speed that can be got out of a propeiler, and 
if he nad 500 more horse-power the Stiletto could 
not be made to go any faster."’ 

Mr. Secor said that he expected to have the 
new boat ready to launch within five or six 
weeks. The process of propulsion may be said 
to be simply firing biank cartridges from the 
stern ports at frequent intervals. When it is 
desired to back the boat the firing will be from 
the forward ports, and when it is necessary to 
turn her in either direction, the firing will be 
from the starboard or the port chamber. The 
power that may be exerted simultaneously 
through all four chambers may be concen- 
trated in one when it is desired to turu the boat 
with lightning quickness, or in the two for- 
ward chambers when it is necessary to back 
suddenly to avoid a collision. The Messrs. 
Secor think they have found the secret of 
economical rapid transit by water, so they will 
call their new boat the Eureka.

WHEAT AT MINNEAPOLIS. 


THE RECEIPTS FOR THE MONTH OF OCTOBER 
WILL BEACH NEARLY 7,000,000 BUSHELS— 
A BLOCKADE. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 28.—[Special.}— 
The wheat receipts at Minneapolis for the 
month of October will reach nearly 7,000,000 
bushels, against 5,000,000 in the same month 
last year and 3,193,000 in October, 1883. It is 
claimed that the heavy receipts during the last 
two weeks have been brought about by the 
manipulations of some large operators, who 
have caused the stuff to be rushed in bere in 
order to cause a blockade and depress prices. 
The combined elevator capacity of Minneapo- 
lis, St. Paul, and Duluth is 17,000,0000 pusheis, 
and of this Minneapolis has about 7,000,000. Of 
this there was left Monday 2,150,000 bushels 
of room; but there were 2,000 cars, or 1,120,000 
bushels, on the tracks waiting to be unloaded. 
The millers can get no storage in St. Paul, as 
it is needed by parties there, so that when the 
elevators kzre are filled the overflow must go 
to Duluth and Chicago. But there are now 
being erected in Minneapolis sheds which will 
bold 750,000 bushels, and this capacity may be 
made a million. It is not believed that the 
present biockade will continue much longer, 
as the railroads have succeéded in clearing 
their tracks in the country pretty well, and 
country elevators having been very much re- 
lieved the pressure. to sbip will not be so great.

The Schaftes- 
bury Scbool at ey, in Surrey, sent its band 
of tiny musicians, who also waited in the damp 
atmosphere with their muffled drum and brass 
instruments till the service was over that 
they might play the Dead March in Saul 
when the hearse approached, and also when it 
left the Abbey.

The assembly in the interior of the Abbey 
was composed partly of ladies and gentiemen 
of the upper and middle classes and partly of 
those of humbler rank. Although, of course, 
the accurate number cannot be known, yet it 
is certain that delegates from upward ot 300 
societies were present on the ocvasion. The 
general public were also present in such large 
numbers that every disposable portion of the 
Abbey was densely thronged.

A Guardian Brought to Account and 
Sent to Jail—The Current?! 
Sale Postponed. 


‘Judge atewew’ court-room yesterday afternoon 
was turned into an art-gallery, and a large number 
of critics were invited in and gave theirsworn 
opinions as to the value of a very large and hand- 
some painting which was the subject indirectly of 
a lawsuit. The painter and artist was Dominick C. 
Fabronius, and he claimed that in January, 1883, 


he had executed a life-size — of a little girl 
standing in an expectant attitade, with a little dog 
at her side. He considered the painting worth 
$5,000, but its value “was greatly depreciated 
and the artistic idea rendered common and trifling 
by the defendants, Edward Christoph and H. M, 
Clay, whose practical souls could be softened by 
no esthetic conceptions: They copied the picture, 
reduced it to card size, and then lithographed it 
and sold copies of jt printed in colors on cards to 
grocers and soapmakers for advertising purposes. 
To see the product of his genius thus pirated and 
used to decorate the end of a soap box was too 
much for the sensitive spirit of the artist, and the 
deluded man thought in the massive temple erect- 

ed to justice and the County Commissioners 
he could find a right for his wrongs. 
The picture, which was propped upon an ease! in 
the court-room, is certainly a pretty one, and the 
expression of the child's face is interesting. But 
the claim that the advertising cards were an in- 
fringement appeared rather comical upon a com- 
parison of the two. In the painting the little girl 


hood, and is attended by alively little terrier. The 
ecard, on the other hand, represents a girl turned the 
other way, habited in a star-spangied banner gown, 
with bare head and flowing hair, and accompanied by 
a lamb instead of the dog. The resembiance is re- 
mote, and would certainly never occur to a casual 
witness. The artist was positive, however, 
that his ideas had been stolen, especially 
as the lithographer who designed the card bad 
had the painting in his possession for several 


months. By means of this connecting link the ar- 


tist hoped to realize something from the defend- 
ants, who had issued 5,000 of the obnoxious cards, 
and to eke out the inadequate compensation of an 
artist with exemplary damages for this assault 
upon the sacred citadel of artisticideas. Buta 
prosaic Judge failed to appreciate him, und pun- 
ished him by compelling him to pay the costs of 
court for trying to obtain justice. Fabronius 
claimed the defendants had made a “substantial 
copy of his painting and thus defrauded him 
out of the ~protitse he would otherwise 
have made, and he sued for $5,000. 
Numerous expert critics testified the lithograph 
was u substantial copy of the painting, notwith- 
standing the transformation of the youthful dog of 
the original into a knockkneed lamb in the plebeian 
counterteit, and the fact that the girl had left of 
her hood and changed her dress. The Judge held 
the plaintiff had failed to substantlate the charges 
mude in his declaration, and that, under the cir- 
cumstances, he was not entitled to recover. 


THE KINGSBURY ESTATE. 


Judge Gresbam is engaged in hearing the fore- 
closure case of the United States Mortgage Com- 
pany against Anson Sperry as guardian in the 
Kingsbury estate, which comes up on exceptions 
to the master’s report finding $329,000 due com- 
plainants. An important question is, whether, 
after the company had declared the whole mort- 
gaxe debt due, it can collect more than the statu- 
tory rate of 6 per cent on its loan. 


BROUGHT TO ACCOUNT.’ 


Judge Knickerbocker sent Henry Zench to jail 
yesterday for failing to settle his final account with 
his wards. He was a good while ago appointed 
guardian of the estate of lichard Meyer et al. 
Settlement had been made with three of the wards, 
who bad come of age, but when the lastof them 
reached his majority Zench would not settle his 
final account. lie was ordered to do it by July 20 
last, but has never complied with the mandate of 
the court.

STOCKHOLDERS THINK THE CURRENT“ 
WORTH MORE THAN $2,500. 


Upon petition of Alva E. Davis assignee of the 
Current Company, Judge Prendergast several days 
ago ordered the sale of the newspaper for $2,500 
to A. 8. Grover, who represents the cred- 
itors, unless objections were filed yes- 
terday morning. Ojections were filed by 
several creditors, among them Matthew W. 
Pinkerton, a stockholder, who states in his protest 
mat he received a statement from 
I. just a month before the assignment. in which 
it was represented that the assets of the Company 
were $106,768, and that there were no liabilities. 
Notice was given about the same time that a divi- 
dend of 2 per cent had been declared and would be 
paid Aug. 20. In the statement ot assets the good- 
will of the paper was estimated at $40,000, and the 
copyrights ut $28,000. The circular attached to 
Pinkeérton'’s affidavit bearsin E. L. Wakeman’s 
handwriting the words This record was never 
equaled. E. L. W.“ The objectors desire the 
sale postponed in the hope of securing a larger 
bid, Judge Prendergast postponed action upon 
the motion until this moraing.

His hair was white—of the color, 
indeed, imaginative people call snowy—and his 
face bad a few furrows in it indicative of age, 
but as the eye traversed his anatomy down- 
ward, it betrayed increasing signs of juven- 
escence till it ended in a pair of glossy pumps 
and ciocked stockings that seemed the very 
sort of footgear for a jolly young blade full of 
terpsichorean frivolity to wear. The moment 
his eyes lighted upem the reporter he was up

And then, without awaiting a re- 
ply, be added: I've just the thing for you—a 
Melnotte. It's a new one and it's a dandy I can 


tell you.“ 
„A Melnotte?“ 
“Yes, costume of Claude — Lady of Lyons,’ 


you know. If you have preferences for some- 
thing gaudy there's a Strephon just in, ana 1 
think we nave a couple of dragoons or a Sir 
Joseph Porter if you'd like it.“ 

Poor Pinafore! Tue ruler of the Queen's 
navee was still a popular personage, then, 
with the masquerader. 

Lou seem to approve of comio opera per- 
sonages,” said the reporter. 

“*Ya-as,”’ drawied out the costumer, eying 
the visitor and seemingiy making a mental in- 
ventory of all his points. I suppose I do. 
But that is becuuse they are popular. We al- 
ways approve of what the dear public. likes, 
you know.”’ 

„And Sir Joseph Porter is yet tolerated,’’ 
said the reporter. That is a comment on 
human forbearance. 

“That’sall right in the way of a joke,“ said 
he, but believe me when I tell you that every 
character in ‘Pinafore’ is good for years to 
come. Every one knows them and they re so 
easily understood. That's where their charm 
lies. That's why we bave to look nowadays 
for comic opera costumes more than eny other. 
Kvery one sings and whistles the airs and every 
one is familiar with the dresses. In the last 
few years people all ask for Gilbert and Sulli- 
van's characters. They want Bunthorne’s or 
Grosvenor’s if they're after something neat and 
sober, or else it's Sitrepbon or Mount Ararat 
or a peer or dragoon they want if they're iook- 
ing for something flashy. Already they are 
turning covetous eyes on The Mikado’ ward- 
robe.“ 

But what has become of all your cavaliers 
and courtiers and masketeers and muleteers? 
They seem to be in vogue from the number of 
them worn.“ 

“So they are still. They are very gaudy, 
you know, and some people don't think them- 
selves disguised unless they ure fixed up in 
some very fantastic rig. Dresses of that kind 
are mostly used by social clubs and down-town 
private parties. Some juvenile dramaticcliubs, 
too, have a hankering for them. Butabove all 
it is the East Side fancy~iress bali and the 
ragamufin pageant that demand them. 
At one and the other there are sure to be lots 
of Indians, gypsies, and courtiers of ali kinds. 
Costumes with color and gi.ding in them are 
in great popularity at such places. But else- 
‘where tamer and more tasteful apparel is 
oo ked for.” 

Thon it is for comic opera costumes you 
have the greatest demand?” 

“We find them indispensable. The first thing 
a musical or dramatic club dreams of nowa- 
days is to play one of Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
pieces. We bave to dress them. For private 
masquerades they are in much request, too. 

„How about the big annual balls?“ 

“ You will find Bunthornes and Sir Josephs at 
them. Nota great many, Iadmit; for I dosee 
that every year fewer gentlemen appear in 
costume at these affairs. A good many for- 
eigners do still, but they choose the o.d-time 
kind of dresses. It is chiefly the ladies who 
figure at bails in character, and they very 
frequently get up their own dresses or have 
special ones made for them by their modistes. 
That's what's ruining our business.“ 

Is it on the decline?“ 

If we were to confine ourselves to cbaracter 
costumes it would be. But I suppose you 
know we deal pretty largely in Jadies’ ball and 
reception dresses. We have all kinds of them, 


and a lady can call here and suit herself with a 


whole trousseau if she cares to.“ 

* Do you let out these d es?” 

“Yes, we do; and we let m out in another 
‘way if the figure of the wearer requires it. We 
keep a lot of girls always engaged altering and 
repairing dresses during the bail season. You 
see, we try to give as good a fit as possible, 
even if it does require some extra stitching and 
cutting.”’ 

** Do those dresses come from the theatres?“ 

Not at all. They are made for the pur 
pose, or sometimes they are part of the ward- 
robe of some suciety belie who is glad to part 
with them for ready money. There are cos- 
tumes with histor es. I have very little flow 
of language and very little fancy, but 
some odd things will occur in a bust 
ness like this, and I can recall afew. One 
evening a long time agoa cab came clattering 
up to the door and a young man burst into the 
room out of breath. He wanted a costume, 
abandsome one, and he wanted it quickly. 1 
saw he was not likely to haggie at prices, and 
I produced a Romeo and a lovely one it was 
which bad been worn by an actor once whose 
name was in everybody's mouth. It suited 
bim—all but the trunks, and they were a trifle 
too small for him. But I fixed him up with.a 
pair a pretty robust ballet girl had worn in 
some spectacle, and they fitted him admirably. 
He tried the costume on and he looked a thor- 
ough Romeo in it, too. Ilittle knew how close 
to the original’s was the part he was playing. 
Well, there was a swell reception that night, 
and next day there was a sensation in the pa- 
pers. Mr. Blank had eloped with Miss Dash, 
both wel.-known society people, and it was 
from the reception they had started. The af- 
fair had no interest for me. But the prolonged 
absence of my costume had. There was a de- 
posit on it, of course, and I was secure, but 1 
wondered what became of it all the same. One 
day I was relieved. I received a letter and a 
check, with a note from my customer saying 
that he would like to retain that Romeo, for it 
had been his wedding costume. It was he who 


was the hero of the elopement.”
